FORD IS USING 
UNIQUE FOUNDRY 


Makes Cast Steel Parts 
Even Stronger Than 
Forgings 


The success of Ford Motor com ­ 
pany 
metallurgists 
in 
developing 
.ast steel automobile and tractor 
parts as strong or stronger than 
the forgings they replace has led 
to the construction of a big new 
steel foundry unit in 
the 
Ford 
Rouge plant of Dearborn. Mich. E. 
L. Grate, local Ford dealer, an­ 
nounces. 
The steel foundry is Inside the 
17.7 acre Ford foundry building but 
s p eomvlote unit In itself. Tt was 
’ Hilt as Dart of a large-seale foun- 
diy expansion program embodying 
important technical 
advances 
in 
m an u re urine method-. 
Poured Continuously 
Steel is poured continuously in 
the 
new 
u n t 
the 
molds 
bein-:. 
brought to the pouring spout of 
the electric holding furnace on a 
conveyor. Formerly it was necessary 
to pour interm ittently because the 
steel was melted afew tons at a 
time in individual furnaces. 
In ad­ 
dition to saving time, the new- Fold 
method 
produces 
more 
uniform 
castings bv delivering the metal for 
each canting at uniform heat and 
composition. 
The steel foundry 
is 
carefully 
synchronized. 
It includes melting 
furnaces, steel holding furnace, core 
molding machines, conveyors, heat 
treat and annealing furnaces, and 
cleaning room. 
Parts such as plow 
beams, tractor front axles, tractor 
radius rods and wheel flanges can 
be made in sufficient quantity for 
250 tractors a day. 
This involves 
pouring from 90 to 112 tons of m et­ 
al a day. A smaller foundry unit 
constructed nearby will produce a 
variety of small steel parts In com­ 
parable volume. 
Volume Production 
Another phase of the 
current 
Ford 
foundry expansion 
permits 
volume production of centrifugallv- 
cast steel gears for the Ford trac­ 
tor as well as for Ford cars and 
trucks. 
T his method of pouring 
molten steel into whirling dies to 
make stronger and more uniform 
gear blanks was developed by Ford 
metallurgists about two years ago. 
A rotary casting table carrying 16 
centrifugal dies has been in use for 
months, and the 
method 
having 
proved a complete success, three 
more were built. 
Tile centrifugal 
casting unit now- has a capacity ol 
approximately 12.000 gear b'anks a 
day. 
A completely automatic method 
for 
casting 
the 
passenger 
.-ar 
transmission housing is among the 
most interesting of the new de 
velonments in the Ford foundry 
Molten steel runs continually from 
one cf 
the two 06-Inch cupolas 
into a 
15-ton 
holding 
furnace. 
From the furnace, the metal flows 
into one of a dozen 
refractory- 
lined bowls located around the out­ 
side of a revolving tab'e. 
Each 
bowls is automatically fried, and 
revolves around an axis geared to 
the reel until it meets the mold 
coming into position on the convey­ 
or line. 
A cam causes the bowl 
to tilt at a given spot and so pout 
the metal into the mold. The bowl 
continues around to take another 
charge while the conveyor brings 
new molds into position 
Approx­ 
imately 125 tons of iron are poured 
in an 8-hour shift. 
Because of the 
uniform 
high 
quality and the safety the auto­ 
matic method makes possible, it is 
bein* extended to 
the 
flywheel 
casting operation as soon as new 
equipment is completed.
